1. (Currently Amended) A flower box assembly comprising an inner box 
and a first inner box holder, the inner box having a bottom wall and at 
least one closed sidewall, such that it is at least partly finable with 
water, the first inner box holder having at least one sidewall and an 
open lower side and upper side, the inner box being detachably coupled 
eeftfte ctiblc with the inner box holder. 

2. (Currently Amended) A flower box assembly according to claim 1, 
further comprising the assemb l y being provided wi ^fc fr r-a second inner box 
holder suitable to accommodate , whoroin the inner box within » placed 
i*a~the second inner box holder, and positlonable in relation to the 
inner box such that a portion of the inner box projects through an 
opening in one of the upper or lower sides of, w h e r e in the second inner 
box holder ia oubQQquQn fcl-y- - pulled up alongoido the ln *teg-- box> wherein 
th e aaacm b- ly thuo formed is placed on the first inner box holder being 
operable to support -? — s^i-eh that the second inner box holder when the 
second inne r box holder rests on an upper side of the first inner box 
holder—. 

3. (Previously Presented) A flower box assembly according to claim 1, 
wherein the first inner box holder differs from the second inner box 
holder. 

4. (Currently Amended] A flower box assembly according to claim 1, 
wherein the sidewalls of the first inner box holders taper slightly 
towards each other, such that the first inner box holde r is o aro 
nestable within anot her each other. 
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5, (Currently Amended) A flower box assembly according to claim 1, 
wherein the at least one sidewall of the inner boxes* viewed from an 
upper side in the direction of the bottom wall tapers slightly , such 
that the inner box eo arc is nestable within another each ofehea?. 

6. (Currently Amended) A flower box assembly according to claim 1, 
wherein in the at least one sidewall of the first inner box holders, at 
least one light passage opening is included.

12. (Currently Amended) A flower box assembly according to claim 1, 
further comprising a second inner box holder with a lower edge, the 
first inner box holder also having a lower edge, w herein the lower edge 
of the first and second inner box holder is designed such that two the 
first and second inner box holders placed onto each other by their lower 
edges form a cooperative engagement for stable stacking.

15. (Currently Amended) A flower box assembly according claim 12 , 
wherein the lower edge of each first inner box holder is provided with 
at least one toothed provision to form the cooperative engagement t o 
permit stack ing of the first inner box holders onto each other by the 
lower edges in a stable manner.

17. (Currently Amended) A flower box assembly according to claim 1, 
wherein the inner box is detachably connectible with the first inner box 
holder when the first inner box holder is in a first position, and the 
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inner box is also detachably connectible with the first inner box holder 
when the first inner box holder is in an inverted, second position. 

19. (Currently Amended) A flower box assembly according to claim 17, 
wherein the inner box in said first position of the first inner box 
holder extends substantially within the first inner box holder, and the 
inner box in said second position extends substantially outside of the 
first inner box holder extends sufc s tamtially un de-e- 3rfc« 

19. (Currently Amended) A flower box assembly according to claim 17, 
wherein the assembly is provided with engagement means which are 
arranged to couple the first inner box holder in said second position to 
the inner box with a particular engaging force, which engaging force is 
greater than the weight of the fi rst inner box holder,

21. (Currently Amended) A flower box assembly according to claim 2, 
wherein the sidewalls of the first and second inner box holders viewed 
from the bottom, taper slightly towards each other in the direction of 
the upper side, such that the first and second inner box holders are 
nestable within each other- 

22. (Currently Amended) A flower box assembly according to claim 3, 
wherein the sidewalls of the first and second inner box holders viewed 
from the bottom, taper slightly towards each other in the direction of 
the upper side, such that the first and second inner box holders are 
nestable within each other. 
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23. (Withdrawn - Currently Amended) A flower box assembly according to 
claim 1, wherein: 

the inner box is coupled e oft flcctibla w ith the first inner box 

holder with at least one circumferential wall extending at an 

angle at least in part in a horizontal direction, which is 
connected with the inner box adjacent an upper edge of the at 
least one sidewall of the inner box, which circumferential wall is 
provided with at least one first projection which engages an upper 
edge adjacent the upper side of the first inner box holder ;

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30. (Currently Amended) A flower box assembly according to claim 1, 
further comprising w herein the ass emb ly io providod with a second inner 
box holder, which is inverted and p laceable on an upper side of the 
inner box, or on the upper side of the first inner box holder, wherein * 
the first inner box holder is placeable atop_e*^the second inner box 
holder, 

31. (Withdrawn - Currently Amended) A flower box assembly according to 
claim 1, wherein the moana with the aid o€ which the innor box is 
eo ftnectiblo with - - fe -he-inner box further comprises h older comprise — at 
least one circumferential wall extending at an angle at least in part in 
a horizontal direction, which is connected with the inner box adjacent 
an upper edge of the at least one sidewall of the inner box, which 
circumferential wall is provided with at least one first projection 
which engages an upper edge adjacent the upper side of the first inner 
box holder. 

32. (Withdrawn) A flower box assembly according to claim 31, wherein 
the projection comprises a wall part extending throughout the 
circumference of the inner box, from the circumferential wall in

33. (Withdrawn - Currently Amended) A flower box assembly according to 
claim 31 f wherein the projection engages a first recess in an upper edge 
adjacent the upper side of the first inner box holder. 

34. (Withdrawn - Currently Amended) A flower box assembly according to 
claim 33, -3£-r wherein the first recess in the upper edge of the inner 
box holder also extends throughout the circumference of the inner box 
holder. 
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35. (Withdrawn - Currently Amended) A flower box assembly according to 
claim 33 , wherein the circumferential wall is provided with at least one 
second projection which extends in upward direction from the 
circumferential wall and which is situated opposite the first projection 
and whose configuration is such that it is receivable in said first 
recess of a second inner box holder placed in inverted position onto the 
assexnbly of an inner box and an inner box holder. 

36. (Withdrawn - Currently Amended) A flower box assembly according to 
claim 12, wherein the lower edge of the inner box holder is defined by 
two substantially parallel extending inner box holder sidewall parts, 
more particularly an inner wall part and an outer wall part, while over 
a first part of the circumference of the inner box holder the inner wall 
part projects further down than the outer wall part, and over a second 
part of the circumference the outer wall part projects further down than 
the inner wall part. 

37. (Withdrawn - Currently Amended) A flower box assembly according to 
claim 36, wherein the first part and the second part of the 
circumference are complementary, such that, with two inner box holders 
placed onto each other by the lower edges, the first circumference part 
of the first inner box holder abuts against the second circumference 
part of the second inner box holder. 

38. (Withdrawn - Currently Amended) A Method for handling a flower box 
assembly according to claim 1, wherein tm — the inner box is placed in a 
second inner box holder, wherein subsexguGntl y and positioned in relation 
to the second inner box holder is pulled up alongoidc the inner box> and 
j ^such that a portion of the inner box projects through an opening in 
one of the upper or lower sides of the second inner box holder, the 
assembly being subsequently placed with the inner box on the first 
inner box holder, such that the inner box extends substantially within 
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the contours of the first inner box holder and that the second inner box 
holder is operable to protect s the a content of the inner box. 

39. (Withdrawn) Method according to claim 38 , wherein at a suitable 
moment the inner box is filled with flowers. 

40. (Withdrawn) Method according to claim 38, wherein onto the thus 
formed asseitbly of an inner box and a first and second inner box holder 
a second thus formed assembly of an inner box and a first and a second 
inner box holder is placed. 

41. (Withdrawn - Currently Amended) Use of a flower box assembly 
according to claim 1, wherein the first inner box holder is used in an 
inverted position to hold the inner box, wherein the first inner box 
holder can serve as an aid for carrying the inner box by hand. 
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
